Following the recent re- 
vision, they are being printed at 
the government bureau at the rate 
of 10 ridings daily. 

The lists will show 6,000,000 men 
and women eligible to vote, an 
increase of 250,000 over the basic 
lists last year. It will be the first 
election in Canada where a basic 
list has been used. 

Formerly a list of voters was 
prepared for each general election. 
Under the Dominion franchise act 
passed a year ago, however, a 
basic list for future elections was 
prepared, which is revised period- 
ically.

In a quiet town in leafy Kent—as in a hun- 
dred other places in England—a rehearsal] of 
first aid in chemical gas warfare was held a 
few weeks ago. A deadly-looking yellow tog, 
representing poison gas, was liberated. A crowd 
gathered. A youngster, runping unsteadily, 
reeled and fell. At once, six other youngsters 
encased in gas masks, with gas-proof clothing, 
gum boots and sacking wrapped round their 
knees, hurried out into the “gas” with a 
stretcher, picked up the prostrate victim and 
carried him away to a first-aid cave. 

Inside the cave, protected by an air-lock, 
nurses looked after tNeir victims, while a girl in 
a gas-mask and uniform ran out with a wooden 
rattle to give warning. 

The account doesn’t say whether they had a 
text on the wall reading “For of Such is the 
Kingdom of Heaven.” It merely says that the 
kiddies with pink smiling faces seemed to enjoy 
the gas drill, given under War Office super- 
vision 

The drill was only a small affair compared 
with the air raid rehearsal conducted at Berlin 
on March 29, when for 3% hours, the 50,000 in- 
habitants of the Kreuzberg suburb took part in 
an elaborate and war-like representation of a

If he had no 
duty to perform, and simply got into a bath, 
smoked a pipe and laughed, he would be 
practically completely safe.” 

Luckily, the really killing gases are light and 
easily dispersed by the molecular power of the 
atmosphere. Mustard gas—which isn’t gas at 
but a heavy oil made of alcohol, sulphur 
and chlorine— a prolonged effect.

Fear Can Be Banished 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Beyond any question of a doubt, fear kills 
more people, hurts more, and cripples more, 
than any other force we know. In the past, man 
owed his’ life to a proper regard for fear—he 
lived a life surrounded by perpetual danger and 
fear was useful in helping him to flee from it 
| In the early history of man- 
kind, fear was a necessary 
protection, But today, we are 
surrounded with safety and 
continual fear is of absolutely 
no value to us. On the other 
hand, it may actually be 
harmful. Certainly, the per- 
son who is always fearful 
will tear down his health, 
waste a great deal of energy, 
and find that fear makes 
work difficult 

If you will study yourself and questjon your 
friends, you will find that we are all airaid of 
something. The man or woman totally without 
fear, is indeed rare. Yet the outstanding fact 
about the various fears, is that they are all 
learned fears. Having learned them, it is pos- 
sible for you to unlearn them. We are born 
with only two fears: the fear of failing and the 
fear of loud noises. Any other fear is a fear 
you have learned. As a general rule, the fear 
sensation was built into your personality early 
in childhood, but it may do its greatest mischief 
in later years. = 


The significant thing about these irrational 
fears or phobias is that they are unreasonable. 
We can easily understand why this is so, if we 
stop to remember that a strong emotion such 
as fear, arises in the unconscious mind. This is 
the phase of the mind which does not reason. 
A powerful fear in the unconscious is frequently 
a very foolish, unreasonable emotion, but the 
unconscious simply does not have the power of 
reasoning and therefore has no way of know- 
ing whether the fear is unreasonable or whether 
it is entirely without reason. 

The origin of most of these foolish fears lies 
buried in the past, when some particular exper- 
ience caused you to repress your reaction. The 
unpleasant memory is repressed, or pushed back 
into,the unconscious where it is stored with all 
of your other memories and where it may do a 
| great deal of damage, appearing latter as an 

overpowering fear or phobia. The starting 
or origin of the fear, is not remembered 
y the unconscious mind. The real cause is 
buried in the unconscious mind, the same mind 
where the emotion of fear originates 

There are many fears, literally hundreds of 
them, all of them learned fears and all of them 
unreasonable. Some people fear elevators, 
others fear dogs, others fear high places, some 
fear open spaces, some fear closed spaces. Placed 
in the situation which calls forth an exagger- 
ated fear response; the patient exhibits a strong 
fear reaction. He becomes panicky; he wants to 
escape; he breaks out in perspiration; he may 
fee] faint. He is in the grip of the characteristic 
action of fear, which is: To run away from the 
thing or situation feared

average person may fail to 
realize how very real the fear ‘is to the 
patient so affected, he may ridicule the fear 
which does not lessen it in any degree. The

the fear will disappear and the more healthful 
emotions of confidence and courage will take its 
place

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1759 the British 
captured Fort Niagara and thus 
gave the first fatal blow to French 
ascendancy in the warfare in 
North America. Most people re- 
gard the battle of the Plains of 
Abraham on the following Sep- 
tember 13, as the victory which 
put an end to French sovereignty; 
but they should not forget that 
Niagara came first and that its ef- 
fect throughout the whole French 
army was demoralizing 

The attack upon Niagara was 
well planned—as indeed was the 
whole British campaign in work- 
ing like clockwork, Colonel Pri- 
deaux advanced from Oswego and 
laid siege to Fort Niagara. Un- 
fortunately he was killed by the 
premature explosion of a mortar 
and it looked as if the attack 
must fail, but doughty Sir Wil- 
liam Johnson came up with a 
large force of Iroquois and, after 
fierce fighting, the fort was cap- 
tured and its garrison, saved as 
they believed, from massacre by

New York as prisoners of war 

Two days before Niagara had 
surrendered, Johnson sent a party 
across the lake to capture Fort 
Rouille, but when they got there 
they found the fort in ashes and 
the French soldiers and traders 
in full flight to the eastward. 
From that time on Toronto has 
been British except for the few 
weeks in 1813 when it was in pos- 
session of the Americans. 

Fort Niagara was transferred to 
the United States in 1796 as a re- 
sult of the treaty of Versailles, 
but was captured by the British 
again December 18, 1813, and re- 
mained in our hands until it was 
restored by the treaty of Ghent, 
Now this battleground is an Amer- 
ican army post, but at the same 
time an illustration of the good 
feeling which now prevails, for in 
the restored fort are flown every 
day the flags of the original Unit- 
ed States, the British flag of 1759, 
and the fleur de lis of France.

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Coal And Petroleum And Cash 


By R. T. ELLIOTT KC. 


The Canadian policy as regards petroleum, and its commercial 
Products gasoline, diesel oil and lubricants, is to turn them into 
cash as a specially privileged list of commodities protected by 
Customs tariffs and dump duties 


The Canadian policy as regards coal is to keep it locked up 
in the ground by freight rates which cannot be paid; so as to 


prevent any substantial quality of our enormous coal resources 
being turned into cash 


Petroleum and its commodities fall into the imported clacs, 
60 that the cash received is in large measure sent abroad 


Coal, on the other hand, to the utmost extent to which it 
could be turned into cash from Canadian mines, would be a 
producer of money which would stay in Canada. This must be 


the reason such efficient measures are taken to prevent its being 
turned into cash 


Another fact you should never forget is that a supply of coal 
to every community in Canada reached by the national railway 
system on a basis of world values, would automatically regulate 
the prices charged for petroleum and its products. We guard 
against this price regulation by keeping the Canadian coal 
locked up in the ground 


The idea is widely published that petroleum and its products 
are destroying the need for coal. This is only a half-truth:; vo: 
more correctly speaking only a quarter-truth, because unde; 
normal freight rates for coal, petroleum would have to create 
its own market for special purposes up to about three-quarters 
of the volume of sales; leaving only one-quarter to come into 
direct competition with coal. Automobiles and trucks and tractors, 
and certain kinds of vessels in which speed is of more consequence 
than fuel costs make up the petroleum special purposes. In prac- 
tically all other lines the governing factor is the price of coal; 
and we take every freight rate precaution to keep Canadian coal 
out of the picture. 


National welfare urgently requires a complete reversal of this 
policy. There must be a vigorous and efficient policy of turn- 
ing Canadian coal into cash; to the end that hundreds of thou- 
sands of men be given employment; that the home consumption 
of agricultural products be multiplied; and that the domestic 
merchandise trade be restored to full purchasing power. A 
national railway freight rate which will enable delivery of coal 
to every point in Canada touched by the national railway system 
on the basis of the world value of coal, will change the whole 
Canadian commercial picture, bringing good times and good luck, 
furnishing steady work for at least two hundred thousand men 
with a minimum pay roll of six hundred thousand dollars a day.
